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The genus Troglodytes^ as here restricted, comprises a group of 
wrens that is wholly American. Notwithstanding very considerable 
interspccitic differences, no thoroughly satisfactory generic division 
seems possible, further than the segregation of that peculiar form 
Troglodytes Imnrni.^^ While it is true that sohtHiaUs and ochraceus 
have short tails, large feet, rather slender bills, and somewhat peculiar 
coloration, and therefore seem quite diff'ei'cnt from typical Troglodytes 
((tedon)., yet this distinction loses any signiricance it appears to possess 
when other forms are compared with these, particularly Troglodytes 
s, macrotirus^ which is an evident subspecies of solstitiidls' These 
species — solstltialis and dts allies — have sometimes been referred to 
Ilemhira (= Uropsilct)^ but they certainly ai’eout of place in such posi- 
tion, for the structure of the nostril is (juite different in that group, 
being round and open instead of linear and strongly operculate. 
Furthermore, the West Indian forms commonlv attributed to dltryo- 
thoriis should be included in Troglodytes. Thus, although it is a far 
ciy from the slender bill and feet of acdon to the heavy lieak and large 
feet of tanner! or ?nusicHs; from the long wings of /nas!cas-to the 
short ones of hrtmnelcollis; from the long tail of lx an! to the short 
one of grenadensis or solstltialis: and from the gray and white colora- 
tion of azteetts to the dark, almost uni form, reddish (‘hestnut of 
rufescens^ there is no ])lace whei’e the trenchant line of generic divi- 
sion can be drawn. 

By far the most difficult part of the genus is the so-called masculns 
group, which, from lack of adequate material, has always been a 
source of considei’able annoyance to oi nithologists. W hile our means 
have not been all that could be desired, yet the interrelations of the 
various forms have been worked out with the consideraiile care that 
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the (juestion warrants, and it is to be hoped that some little additional 
lioht has thus l^een thrown upon a dark su)>jeet, although it may l)e 
premised that the lines of distribution on the aeeompanying map are 
in great measure tentative, while delineating at least in part what may 
reasonabl}^ be supposed to be the geog-raphical homes of the various 
forms. At least one eonelusioii of importance has been rendered 
obvious by the present investigation, and this is the eonspeeitic rela- 
tionship of this group, throughout lioth South and Central America, 
with the single exception of Troghxlytes which seems to 
be a distinct species. 

The eollection of the U. S. National Museum, including that of the 
Biological Survey, has of course furnished the major part of the mate- 
rial for this review, but for very substantial reenforcements the writer 
is indebted to the authorities of the American Museum of Natural His- 
torv, through Dr. J. A. Allen; to the Academy of Natural Sciences 
of Philadelphia, through Mr. Witmer Stone; and to Mr. Outram 
Bangs, of Boston, to whom further is due my privilege of describing 
the following new genus: 

THRYORCHILUS,« new genus. 

Chains, gen . — Similar to Troglodytes^ but tail of ten feathers, and 
much ablireviated; feet proportionately much larger, reaching far 
beyond the end of tail; coloration suggesting that of Ilenleorhina.

Range . — Same as that of the type species.

This remarkable wren, which Mr. Bangs has so recently made known 
to science, is, liy its combination of characters, apparently well worthy 
of generic separation from Troglodytes. In superficial appearance it 
resembles rather the species of llenlcorhlna^ though in realitv not 
very closely allied. Its habits, according to Mr. Brown, are those of 
a marsh wren/'

Althoug-h by some writers this bird has been considered indistin- 
guishable from Troglodytes solstltkdis^ it is nevertheless very different. 
The upper parts are mucli paler; the entire lower surface more deeply 
and more continuously fulvescent; the ffanks without any indication 
of bars; and the lower tail-coverts ochraceous, slightly barred with 
darker, instead of white with conspicuous blackish cross markings. 

Mr. Goodfellow records Troglodytes ochraceus from western Ecua- 
dor, but we have been unable to verify the idcntitication.

the hanks and sides are more heavily liarred, and, together with the 
tail, rump, up|)er tail-eoverts, and oreatci* j)ortion of the win<^s, are 
much more grayish or blackish.

This form resembles Ti'oghnlytrs uedmi jiarl'uiunn , but is decidedly 
paler and more grayish, l)oth al)Oveand below. 

TROGLODYTES PENINSULARIS Nelson.

This rcH‘ent discoveiy of Mr. Nelson's is remarkably ditlerent trom 
its nearest geographical relatives, lieing, in fact, interuKHliate between 
T, aedon azteem and Troglodytes musculus stnatidurs. rrom the 
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former, which, hy the way, it closely resembles, it differs in the pro- 
nounced isabelline suffusion of l^reast, sides, Hanks, crissum, and sides 
of head and neck. It is rather lighter above than bDv'aDi/ns^ and 
usually also below, but the chief and constant difference lies in the 
shade of the breast, sides, flanks, and crissum, which in striatulns is 
ochraceous.

This is a very dark form, the lower parts being deeply, sometimes 
almost uniformly suffused with rufous; the back is crossbarred with 
blackish, and the lower tail-coverts are spotted or irregularly barred 
with the same. 

The bird described as Tlinjothorm cequuioctuilis by Swainson 
seems undoul)tedh" to be the same as that previously called museulub 
by Naumann.^ 

TROGLODYTES MUSCULUS WIEDI (Berlepsch).

be used for it, as he simply identifled his bird with the Sylvia yylatensis

A fairly uniform 
series from iNIatto (Jrosso, Hrazil, seems to indicate that the bird from 
this region should be refeiTed to though some of these specimens 
have obsolete dark barring on the back, and though we have seen no 
specimens from the type locality.

This race is similar to TroglodyieH micscular. mascnlas^ ditfering in 
paler, somewliat more rufescent upper surface; lighter, moia* ochra- 
ceous under parts; and very slightly or not at all spotted erissum. It 
is thus close to rej\ oddly enough somewhat intermediate l)etween the 
latter and musculuis^ but is dai'kei* throughout, particularly on the 
flanks and under tail-coverts. 

There is apparently little doubt that Troglodyte^ inarinas Lesson, 
from "‘Pern;'' Tschudi, from "‘Peruv' and Troglo- 

dytci^ m aHcuho< pnna^ from Ingipirca, Peru, all refer to the same l)ird — 
the one called earlier Troglodytes tecellata by Lafresnaye and d'Or- 
bigny — for all these descriptions indicate a moderately dark l)ird with 
blackish or dusky bars on the back, thus agreeing perfectly with 
specimens from central and southern Peru. An example from ^Nlapiri. 
Bolivia, is in all essential respects identical.

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the Straits of Magellan are identical with those from Buenos Aires, 
hut Chilean specimens, thoug*h heretofore always considered identical, 
prove to l)e diti'erent from either. 

All the names above quoted are undoubted synonyms of hornevsis^ 
as their descriptions and localities show, thus leaving the bird from 
central Chile without a subspecitic designation. The Troglodytes 
oiMgellanicus oi Gould is from the Straits of Magellan; Troglodytes 
pallida Lafresnaye and d'Orbigny is from Patagonia; Thriothorus 
r(>xaceia< Lesson from La Plata (and Chile); while Troglodytes hortens is 
Gray is a variant or emendation of Lesson’s hornensis. 

TROGLODYTES MUSCULUS ACOSMUS, new subspecies. 

Chars. s}d)sp. — Similar to Troglodytes miiscidas horaensis. but paler 
above, the rump more rufous; lower surface with rather more of 
ochraceous tinge.

back, but, with the exception of the lesser coverts, rather more ochra- 
ceous, and narrowly barred with fuscous; lores and sides of head dull 
brownish white, mixed with l)rownish and butiy; lower surface pale 
butfv Isabella color, whitish o!i throat and centei* of abdomen, darkest 
on sides, tlanks, and crissum, Avhich last has a few rather indistinct 
blackish spots.

All the characters which separate this form from Troglodytes m. 
hornensls are much more pronounced in young than in adult birds. 
From inusealns and tecellatns it differs in its paler upper parts, its 
much lighter and more isal)elline lower surface, as well as from the 
former in much less spotted crissum. It may be readily distinguished 
from Troglodytes m. rex by its strikingly isabelline lower surface.

strated existence of a great amount of individual variation in sjiecdmens
